13. To fix the compensation of each of our several town officers, to wit: The 

selectmen, assessors and overseers of the poor, town treasurer, town 
clerk, collector of taxes, superintendent of schools and road commis- 
sioner and raise money for the same. 

14. To determine what sums of money the town will raise for the following 

purposes : 

15. For repairs of highways, bridges, and for the removal of snow and to fix 

the compensation of men and teams on the same. 

16. For the support of common schools. 

17. For repairing of school property. 
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1 8. For purchase of text-books. 

19. For the support of poor. 

20. To see what action the town will take in regard to paying the pauper bill 

against the town, as presented by the town of Sullivan. 

21. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $500 to be used as a sur- 

plus fund. 

22. To see how much money the town will raise for current and contingent ex- 

penses. 

23. To see how much money the town wil Ivote for D. L.Weare Post, G. A. R., 

for the observance of Memorial Day. 

24. To see if the town will vote to maintain two schools. 

25. To see if the town will vote to accept the Springfield road, so called, as 

laid out by the selectmen. 

26. To see if the town will vote to exempt the main wharf at Sorrento, now 

property of the F. B. Land Co., from taxation for a term of years, to 
be decided by the town. 

27. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money to purchase the road 

machine, now the property of the F. B. Land Co., and what sum. 

28. To see if the town will vote to widen Main street on the east side begin-
